The Greenbelt City Council 
shared many proud moments 
Monday night, May 14, with stu- 
dents, families, teachers and other 
school staff, as well as represen- 
tatives of the county and state, as 
council opened its regular meeting 
by presenting the ACE student 
awards. Members of the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee on 


Education (ACE) presented their 


seventh annual awards to students 
from Greenbelt’s neighborhood 
schools. In opening remarks, 
ACE Chair, Leta Mach, summa- 
rized the special contributions 
made by the winning students. 
She told them they “exemplify 
the spirit of Greenbelt — a spirit 
of working together for the good 
of your community.” For the first 
time, two sisters were to receive 
the award, she said. 

Participating in the ceremony 
with the city council and ACE 
members were Senator Leo 
Green, Delegates James Hubbard 
and Joan Pitkin, County Council- 
woman Audrey Scott and District 
2 School Board Representative 
Jim Henderson. Each student re- 
ceived four proclamations: one 
from the state senators, one from 
the delegates, one from the 
County Council, and another from 
the City of Greenbelt. All award 
winners were also invited to 
march in the Labor Day Festival 
Parade in September to receive 


further recognition of their ac- 
complishments. 

The student awardees were 
also presented with two flags, 
one representing the state of 
Maryland and the other from 
Prince George’s County. After 
reading the senate proclamation 
that each student received, Green 
remarked that he presented the 
state flag to help the student re- 
member the occasion, but also in 
the hope that he or she might 
consider a political career, where 
the future requires the type of 
bright, dedicated citizen being 
honored this night. Two stu- 
dents from Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School also each received 
a small scholarship. 

In addition, each elementary 
and middle school student re- 
ceived a book certificate from 
Bookland in Beltway Plaza. 
Mach reminded those present 
that ACE sponsors a Buy-A- 
Book program at that store. She 
suggested it would be a good 
choice for parents looking for 
that special end-of-thé-year gift 
for a teacher or principal.

State Highway Funds May 
Be on the Way for 193

Greenbelt Road (MD 193) 
from US 1 to Soil Conservation 
Road is under study as a candi- 
date for the Maryland State 
Highway Administration’s Neigh- 
borhood Conservation Program. 
The Neighborhood Conservation 
Program (NCP), part of Governor 
Glendening’s Smart Growth Ini- 
tiative, provides funds for road- 
way and aesthetic improvements 
in established neighborhoods to 
support revitalization of these ar- 
eas. 

At a public meeting on May 
31, representatives of the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
explained the purpose and scope 
of NCP to representatives from 
Greenbelt, College Park and 
Berwyn Heights, the three cities 
affected by the proposal. Plan- 
ning Director Celia Craze was 
Greenbelt’s representative. 

Kenneth Goon, representing 
SHA, enumerated potential 
project objectives and goals but 
emphasized that this would be 
the local comniunities’ project 
and not SHA’s. There was con- 
siderable input from residents of 
the three municipalities. 

Bicycle Compatibility 

One element of the project 
would be the creation of a bi- 
cycle-compatible roadway. The 
part of Route 193 under study 


has generally poor bike access, 


especially at Kenilworth Avenue 


(MD 201) and over the CSX 
Bridge. Solutions might entail 
relocating curbs and gutters or 
re-striping narrower lanes to cre- 
ate a wide outside lane to accom- 
modate bicycles. SHA will 
evaluate connecting 193 to exist- 
ing bike paths and extending bike 
paths along Cherrywood Lane 
and west to US I. 
Pedestrian Safety 

Another element is the im- 
provement of pedestrian access 
and safety. Pedestrian crosswalks 
along the corridor will be evalu- 
ated for such things as light tim- 
ing, the need for road-center ref- 
uges and ADA (Americans with 
Disabilities Act) compliance. At 
present there are no crosswalks at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
or Greenbelt Middle School. 

The location of bus stops and 
the need for sidewalks to them 
was discussed. It was noted that 
there are no state standards for 
bus stops and better coordination 
with Metro is needed. 

Improved Conditions 

Traffic capacity enhancement 
is not an element of the project. 
However, “the evaluation of ex- 
isting pavement conditions, peak- 
hour traffic flow and such things 
as lane continuity and other 
safety factors can then be coordi- 
nated with engineering,” said 
SHA District Engineer Charles 
K. Watkins.

Unsigned Letters 
To News Review Readers: 

Please be aware that although 
the News Review now promi- 
nently displays an email address 
on its masthead, this cannot be 
used to submit Letters to the Edi- 
tor for publication. Don’t be 
fooled by the statement in the 
“Deadlines” section that states 
“Materials for publication may be 
mailed to the address above...” — 
though USPS and email addresses 
appear next to each other in the 
same type face, by “address 
above,” the editors mean USPS 
address, period. 

I learned this the hard way 
when I emailed them a letter 
about the recent censorship of art 
at the New Deal Café. 1 was try- 
ing to get the letter there in time 
to meet the next week’s publica- 
tion deadline after a holiday 
weekend with no USPS mail de- 
livery. 

In short, my letter was not 
published because I emailed it. 

Contrary to my anticipation, 
the News Review staff didn’t read 
their email before the next dead- 
line. And when the letter eventu- 
ally reached the assistant editor, it 
was so Close to the next deadline 
that she called me on the phone 
to state the requirement that if I 
still wanted it published, I had to 
make an extra trip in person to 
the News Review office to put 
my handwritten signature to the 
letter. The email letter did con- 
tain my typed signature and other 
identification, but that was insuf- 
ficient. Seems the News Review 
was concerned I was not a real 
person, though I have lived at the 
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books, and as her call clearly 


demonstrated, was quickly reach- 
able by phone. 

So if you want to get a letter 
published, be sure to print it out 
or scribble it longhand. The 
News Review staff will then 
have to retype it, but apparently 
they have an abundance of time 
and energy to do that. And for 
goodness sake, don’t fail to hand 
sign it. (No word on whether it 
has to be your real name, or 
how they’d know ... just as long 
as you sign it!)

But, for citizens to prepare 
for such a discussion, we need 
to know the same information 
about each of the 12 groups 
seeking contributions of money 
or services. For starters, we 
need to know three numbers: the 
percentage of current 
Greenbelters on the membership 
rolls, the amount of money re- 
quested; and the amount ap- 
proved. 

Since Ed asked the percent- 
age of each group, it is only fair 
that the News Review and 
Council publicize the figures for 
each group to give objective 
measures to judge by, alongside 
subjective comments about each 
group’s worth and unique con- 
siderations. Yet the News Re- 
view listed the percentages for 
only nine groups. I can see that 
the percentage might be irrel- 
evant for the Labor Day Festival 
committee, but it is as relevant 
for the Golden Age Club and 
the concert band as it is for the 
astronomy club ... 

As for the $80,300 in total 
requests, the Review gives dollar 
amounts totaling only $23,200, 
requested by four groups. Who 
is asking for the other $57,000 
and how is it broken down? | 
expect that all 12 groups are us- 
ing the money wisely and to

joyed the benefits of many of 
these groups and the arts center 
is one of the reasons I moved 
here. 

I also agree with Ed that — 
in the right setting — it is fine 
to ask questions and from time 
to time.re-evaluate the city’s sup- 
port of groups and its guidelines 
for such support. 

It is also reasonable to ques- 
tion whether groups like the four 
with the lowest percentages of 
Greenbelters — the senior soft- 
ball team, the concert band, the 
aquatic boosters, and the arts 
center — shouldn’t seek support 
from other municipalities as well 
as from Greenbelt ... 

And maybe every group is 
doing us a favor just by carrying 
the Greenbelt name, attracting 
new residents because of the va- 
riety of activities offered — 
whether it be concerts or stargaz- 
ing or live plays. i 

The News Review tells us 
both the percentage of Greenbelt 
members and the amount re- 
quested for only four groups: the 
astronomy club, the writer’s 
group, the Boys and Girls Club, 
and the senior softball team. 
Knowing these figures, I can eas- 
ily judge that I should only have 
cost/benefit concerns, as Ed 
does, about the softball team. 
For all the groups, I still say,

that it gave for the four I named. 

And that is just as unfair as 
Ed’s treatment of John Settle.

What the Butler Saw

What the Butler Saw, the cur- 
rent play at the Greenbelt Arts 
Cénter, is billed as‘a sexual farce; 
it left me exhausted by the end of 
the first act. An almost constant 
barrage of sexual innuendos and 
plays on words was delivered 
mostly by Miss Prentice, a role 
played by brunette goddess 
Denise Levian.

is called Naturally Occurring Re- 
tirement Communities and GHI 
fits the profile. Overdurff com- 
mented that the program applies 
to “communities like ours where 
people have lived there so long 
they’ve gotten older but want to 
stay.” The city will be awarded 
$130,000 over a two-year period 
but the funds will be used to as- 
sist GHI residents, although the 
outcomes can be applicable to all 
Greenbelters. 

The grant will be used to hire 
a community resource advocate, 
hopefully a person with a degree 
in social services who “under- 
stands the culture of the commu- 
nity and with good people skills.” 
Some possible activities for this 
person include working with the 
city, Meals on Wheels, GIVES 
(Greenbelt Intergenerational Vol- 
unteers), and other groups to 
document what services are avail- 
able to the residents and to help 
the elderly make informed 
choices about what is available. 
Another possible project is to ex- 
plore options for members to ret- 
rofit their homes to serve them 
better. The advocate will report 
monthly to both GHI and to the 
city council. More details will 
be available in the near future.

Went Live May 23 


According to memorandums to 
the council from City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin and Po- 
lice Chief James Craze,. the red 
light cameras ordered for eight 
intersections in the city have had 
a trial run.
